"AFTER MANY YEARS. | 


THE MOTIVE FOR THE MURDER OF-MARY 
CHAPMAN REVEALED. 


Police Inspector Byrnes Discovers Her 
Slayer, Carlo Sisscovitch, in the Columbus 
(O.) Penitentiary—A Tragic Chapter in the 
Breaking Up of the Wilkes-Reilly Gang of 
Forgers. 


NEw York, March 18.—The Herald this 
morning prints the following interesting 
story: The motive for the murder of Mary 
Chapman, the handsome wife of Joseph B. 
Chapman, the American forger and oounter- 
feiter, which occurred fourteen years ago in 
London, England, was revealed for the first 
time last night by Police Inspector Byrnes, 
who has discovered that her slayer, Carlo 
Sisscovitch, alias ‘‘Dago,’’ is serving out a 
long term in the Penitentiary at Columbus, 
O. The suspicion has long rested that the 
woman was assassinated on account of her 
jewelry, but such was not the case. About a 
year before the murder, Joseph B. Chapman, 
Joseph Reilly, altas Elliott, and Sisscovitch 
‘were arrested in Turkey for forgery and were 
sentenced to prison. Mrs. Chapman, upon 
learning of her husband’s arrest, left London 
and proceeded to Turkey, and, making her 
way into the prison, she was only able 
to communicate with Rellly and  Siss- 


covitch. Ohapman at the time had been 
guilty of a breach of discipline and was under- 
going punishment in a dark cell on bread and 
water. Reilly and his associate promised to 
assist in the escape of Chapman if Mrs Chap- 
man would supply them with files and other 
tools. The woman smuggied all these imple- 
ments into the paren, and before the men 
made attempt to break jail she started back to 
London. A few months later Reilly and Siss- 
covitch escaped from prison without making 
the slightest effort to assist Chapman. The 
fugitives fied to London, and when Mrs. Ohap- 
man became aware of their treachery she 
threatened to expose them tothe authorities. 
Her murder followed the threat, and before 
the discovery of the crime Reilly and Sissco- 
vitch had vanished. 
THESE INTERESTING FACTS 
came to light while Inspector Byrnes was ex- 
laining the arrest of George Wilkes, alias 
Ulis, the father of American forgers and 
counterfeiters, and also of Reilly, for a series 
of forgeries by which, during the past six 
months, they have realized altogether about 
„000. The two forgers, in company 
with Gus Raymond, a noted burglar who was 
} coneerned in the stealing of a trunk full of 
jewelry belonging to Ayling Brothers, were 
caught together on Tuesday night on Eighth 
avenue near One Hundred and Twenty-third 
street. The trio were brought to police head- 
quarters, Raymond being arrested simply on

with having, in August, 1885, passed a forged 
check for A, 900 on the Commercial Bank o 
Rochester, N. Y., by which they realizea 
The Rochester authorities, after 
forgery, secured ositive testi- 
mony of the guilt of Wilkes and 
Reilly, but as the criminals had fled, Inspector 
Byrnes was communicated with and was asked

A NOBLE BONIFACE. 


Death of Louis, Duke di Calabritta, a Hobo- 
ken Hotel Manager. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Facing the entrance 
to the ferry at the foot of Newark Street, Ho- 
boken, stands a neat but unpretentious three- 
story building, mostly constructed of tiles, 
the greater portion of the lower part being 
glass. As a hotel and restaurant it beara an 


excellent reputation, but it ö one 
feature that makes it unique. It was named, 
not for its owner, but for its business man- 
ager. It is ealled the Duke’s House. In a 
room on the second floor yesterday lay thd 
dead body of the man who gave it its name, 
He was called Louis Calab , but he wag 
really a member of a noble Italian family, and 
before the revolution of 1848 was known in 
Naples, where he was born February 2, 18]8, 
as Louis, Duke di Calabritta. When he at- 
tained his majority he was offered the option 
of a diplomatic or military career, and he 
chose the latter. At the end of three years he 
was an officer of the Royal Guard. Then came 
the revolution. He joined in the revolt, and 
when order was restored was sentenced to 
2 a te exile. His family might share 
is exile or they might remain and * 
the ducal estate and its revenues. The 
Duchess di Calabritta chose to remain. Thelg 
two young sons, who had no voice in the mat- 
ter, remained with her, Since then, so far ag 
is known, the Duke has had no communica- 
tion with his family.

She spends her winters in Naples and 
her summers in England. Her sons, now 
grown to man’s estate, are married—one to a 
daughter of Sicily, the other to an English- 
woman.

At a Conference It Is Agreed 
to Leave the Hall Case 
to the Court. 


Local Knights a Little More 
Hopeful of a Solution of 
the Trouble. 


Grand Master Workman Powderly and 
Five District Assemblies 
Kansas City Discussing the Situation—No 
Freight Moving on the Missouri Pacific 
or Iron Mountain—No Disturbances — The 
Great Railroad Revolt—Subscriptions for 
the Strikers. : 

This is the quietest day locally and elsewhere 


that has been known since the strike began. 
There is no change in the situation—no freight 


is moving, but the local accommodations are 


all running, and the outlook is more 
hopeful than it hasbeen at any other time 
since the inception of the trouble. The 
most important event is the con- 
cession gained by the Knights in 
Texas. Mr. Sheldon, one of the receivers 
of the Texas & Pacific, has agreed to leave the 
matter of MHall’s discharge to the 
eourts for proper adjudication, and 
promises to abide by the decis- 
ion of the courts. This move, the Knights 
here say, will end the strike in Texas. A con- 
ference with Hoxie will probaply end the 
trouble here, and efforts are being made to se- 
cure mediation and a meeting with Mr. Hoxie. 
At Kansas City a meeting of five 
district assemblies is in session 
to-day with Master Workman Powderly in at 
tendance. At the meeting the future policy 
of the Knights will be determined, 
whether the strike shall continue 
and have new vigor instilled in the warfare, 
or the cause shall be surrendered and the 
battle abandoned. Mr. Powderly says he will 
advise a conservative policy. Quiet is pre- 
vailing and no disturbances are reported from 
any point. All freight is at a standstill and 
there are the usual complaints from business 
men. 


Powderly’s Arrival. 

Grand Master Workman Terence v. Pow- 
derly arrived at the Union Depot onthe Van- 
dalia train at 7:45 o’clock last night. He was 
met by Judge Advocate J. J. McGarry, who 


escorted him to the depot restaurant, where 
Mr. Powderly partook of a lightsupper. When 

uestioned concerning the strike, Mr. Pow- 

erly professed ignorance of the situation and 
refused to say anything until further enlight- 
ened upon it. He took the Chicago 4 Alton 
train at 8:40 o’clock for Kansas City, where he 
will meet to-day delegates from the five dis- 
trict assemblies concerned in the Gould sys- 
tem strike. 


The Conference of Railroad Officials. 

At the conference of the representatives of 
all the railroads in St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, held at the office of General Manager

Mr. Edward Dyer, the 
conductor, was asked with regard to the run- 
ning of his train, aud he replied that the train 
would run until stopped by ehe authorities. 


At the Iron Mountain Yards. 

Atthe Iron Mountain yards matters have 
been extremely quiet. No freight trains have 
arrived and no efforts have been made to take 
any out. The morning and evening passen- 
ger trains have moved uninterruptedly, and 
no efiort has been made to check em. 
Some of the merchants, it is stated, have 
shipped large consignments of goods by ex 
press, but otherwise no freight has been 
moved over the road. None of the Knights 
were visible around the yards to-day.

the direction ofa settlement both for the 
Texas & Pacific and the Missouri Pacific. The 
slightest chance was seized upon as a subject 
of congratulation. It is not believed that 
there is any danger of a strike in East St. 
Louis as it is thought that the roads will ac- 
cede to all reasonabie demands.

The 
statement is substantiated by Officer Suili- 
van, who ran with Sommers to the scene of 
the disturbance. Sergt. Sommers says: 
Berry came through the lines and went to 
the saloon two blocks north on 
Ewing avenue. My attention was at- 
tracted by Officer Sullivan, who Jsaid, 
There is a rumpus!’’ I saw two men wrestlin 

in the gutter and calli Sullivan to follow 
started on a dead 1un tothe scene, When we 
arrived the man’s clothes were torn, but he 
had sustatned no great punishment. He im- 
mediately began abusing the police 
force and calling us vile names. 
There was sufficient provocation 
in his language to justify his arrest, but ‘I 
made allowance for his excitement and 
simply cautioned him. We then went through 
all the groups in sight, but he could not 
identify his assailant.

District Assemblies Meet at Kansas City— 
Grand Master Workman Powderly. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcH, 

Kansas O1TY, Mo., March 18.—Members 
representing five district assemblies are gath- 
ering in this city to-day. A portion of the 
Sedalia delegates came in last night, and 
others arrived this morning. The most im- 
portant district is No. 101. This district 
is composed of over one hundred 8 
semblies, and has control of affairs connected 


with the Knights of Labor along the entire 
line of the Southwestern Gould system. Martin 
Irons is the Chairman of the Execttive Board, 
with headquarters at Sedalia. This is the 
district that will have influence in discussing 
the settlement of questions in the strike. The 
assemblies are generally composed of em- 
loyes ofthe road and cover the und of 
fhe entire Southwestern system. e dele- 
gates from Sedalia talk freely, and are decid- 
edly of the opinion that the Knights of Labor 
are justified in what they have done, and in 
holding out still further. Kansas City is 
represented by District No. 107, and is made 
up of delegates from fifteen local assemblies.

A CORRUPT ALDERMAN. 


The Arrest of Henry W. Jachne in New 
York for Bribery. 

New Tonk, March 18.—Alderman Henry W.

_  ABBITRATION. 

There is heard every now and then a 
demand for a law or code of laws to pre- 
vent employes from obstructing the pub- 
lic service of railroads and telegraphs by 
strikes. It is said that the operators of 
these great and necessary public conven- 
iences are publicagents, bound to perform 
certain services on pain of forfeiting the 
franchises which make their property 
valuable, and that the law should place 
all their employes under some extra ob- 
ligation, soas to prevent any interrup- 
tion of service. It is proposed that rail- 
road employes be required by law to sign 
agreements that they will individually 
refer all grievances to courts, aud abide 
by the judgment thereof, each to be liable 
to heavy punishment for quitting the ser- 
vice contrary to contract, or for com- 
bining with others to discommode the 
public by stopping the running of trains. 
In delivering an opinion as to the obliga- 


tion of railroads to serve the public irres- 


pective of strikes or differences with their 
employes, Judge Noan Davis of New 
York said: 

This case strongly suggests the desirability 

of some system of enforced arbitration of dif- 
ferences between employes and employers 
charged with quasi-public functions. There 

may be no right to enforce arbitration between 

master and servant in ordinary life, but when 
masters and servants are engaged in the dis- 

charge of duties imposed by law toward the 
public, it would seem that the public interests 
involved in the question would give the State 
a right to insist that all differences should be 
at once and speedily settled through the arbi- 
tration of some public official. 

It does seem that business is entitled to 
some protection from the injury inflicted 

by these conflicts between the roads and 
their employes, and compulsory arbitra- 
tion seems to be pretty generally regarded 
as the most promising solution of the dif- 
ficulty. The plan of settling difficulties 
with employers by voluntary arbitration 
has long been favored by trades unions in 
England, and employers there have 
fallen into the way of it to such an extent 
that usage has almost made it a part of 
the common law. Arbitration is a favor- 
ite idea with the trades unions of this 
country, and one of the primary objects 
of the Knights of Labor organization, as 
declared in its Constitution, is to substi- 
tute arbitration for strikes and to put an 
end to the latter altogether. 

On the labor side it does not seem that 
compulsion is needed to introduce arbitra- 
tion. Itis the other side in this case that 
rejects all arbitration propositions, and 
invites all strikers in Texas to present 
their complaints and grievances tq the 
United States Court in New Orleans. The 
strikers gladly accepted the arbitration of 
the State officers of Missouri and Kansas 
last year, and the strike was settled then 
as soon asthe railroad managers agreed 
to the terms proposed by’ those State of- 
ficers. This year no proposal looking to 
arbitration has emanated from the rail- 


road managers.

The veto of the appropriations made by the 
Utah Legislature, the President considered an 
indefensible and wanton exercise of authority, 
He made a careful examination of the 
subject and found that Gov. Murra eould find 
no objections to the appropriations them- 
selves, but because the legislative council 
would not confirm bis nominations to terri- 
torial offices, he spitefully refused his assent 
to the bill. The approval of the Governor is 
nec to the enactment of laws in the Ter- 
ritory. It is believed also that the Governor 
was under the impression that in the present 
situation the President would not dare to re- 
move him; that he would hesitate to 
touch an official who has posed as 
the champion of anti-Mormonism. Maur- 
ray was greatly surprised when he 
received the tele of Secretary Lamar, 
demanding his resignation. Instead of send- 
ing it forthwith, he replied that it would be 
forwarded bya Mr. Baskin, who is coming 
here as the representative of Utah Gentiles, to 
urge Congress to enact measures to disfran- 
chise all Mormons in the Territory, and to 
turn over the government thereof to the one- 
twentieth whe are anti-Mormons.

MAMIE-GARLAND. 


The Famous and Complicated Litigation 
Settled by a Compromise. 

DETROIT, March 18.—The famous Mamie- 

Garland litigation has been settled with a com- 

promise. July 22, 1880, the steam yacht Mamie, 

carrying the acolytes of the Most Holy Trin- 

ity Catholic Church, collided with the ferry 


steamer Garland, having an excursion party 
on board. Seven persons were drowned, and 
suits for damages were begun by relatives 
against the two boats. During the past six 
ears an immense amount of litigation 
as been carried on, the mat- 
ter being fought through the Canadian 
courts and the State and United States 
courts, one suit reaching the Supreme Oourt. 
There were in all forty-eight suits pending 
when a settlement was reachad. The surplus 
of the company, after certain prievious obli- 
gations are paid, will be paid over to the 
plaintiffs. The suits in the various courts 
were discontinued this morning.

A protest against this action 
of the organizer was forwarded to its 
Grand Master Workman, Mr. Powderly, but 
it is said to have been unheeded, and 6,000 of 
the Knights’ white labels have been receive d 
here. he International Cigar ers claim 
that while as a body their unions have not 
merged into the Knights of Labor, that fully 
10,000 of their men are Knights on their own 
responsibility, but may be called out of the 
order by resolutions of the union if this at- 
tempt to override their label is not aban- 
doned. It is also said that the other trades 
unions would support them in this course, 
being jealous of their individual hts and 
— itis impossible for a large body like 
the Knights to decide on questions affecting 
each trade, and that such things should be 
left tothe unions themselves to perfect, and 
the province of the Knights is to regulate 
matters affecting the weilfare of labor in gen- 
eral, and notin particular. The union mensay 
that if the Knights insist on interfering by in- 
troducing another label, it will seriously com- 
plicaté matters, to the damage of labor gen - 
erally and cigarmakers particularly.

Boston, Mass., March 18.—An indignant 
lady, in reply to the criticisms of Miss Cleve- 
land’s decollete costume at the White-house 
evening receptions, made by certain special 
correspondents ig Washington, has taken up 
the cudgel in behalf of the President’s sister. 
In the Transcript of yesterday she quotes as 
follows from a letter written by Miss Cleveland 
toafriend who was indignant at the printed 
comments:
